Guards and matrons quickly form- 


ed a protective screen around her, 
linking arms. She was pronounced 
dead after the current had been on 
two minutes. 


Applcgate walked to tbe chair un- 


aided. He turned to the witnesses 
and said: 


"Before I rlie, gentlemen, I want to 


say I am absolutely innocent of this 
crime. I pray that God have mercy 
on the soul of Martin W. Littleton of 
Nassau county (the prosecutor who 
handled the case)." 


Mrs. Crcighton, Warden L»wcs said, 


was the sixth woman electrocuted 
since the electric chair was installed 
in Sing Sing in 1891. 


The Creighlons and tbe Apiilcgatcs 


shared the same house in Baldwin. 
Long Island. Tbe state contended that 
Mrs. Applcgate, who 
weighed 268 


pounds, was poisoned last October to 
clear the way for Applegatc's marriage 
to Mrs. Crcighton's 16-year-old daugh- 
ter. Ruth, who testified that she bad 
been intimate with Applegatc with 
her mother's knowledge.

CHICAGO.— (/P) —A withering sun 


in a cloudless sky glared down on the 
vast swelter belt of the Midwest Fri- 
day in a continuation of its 14th day 
of drouth siege. 


The loss of human life still mount- 


ed, ncaring the 4,400-mark. 


Crop damage estimates rose above 1 


billion dollars. 


No general relief is sighted. Weath- 


er forecasters hold out some hope for 
the northern tier of Central states, 
where showers and cooler weather 
arc predicted Friday night. 
. A special Agriculture Department 
'survey in Washington assured that the 
forthcoming year would sec no ac- 
tual scarcity in food supplies. 
The 


same report, however, estimated the 
domestic supplies would be about one 
per cent under June, 1934-June 1935 
period, also including a great drouth 
period. 


Southern Illinois Hit 


Grain trade advices said irreparable 


damage had been incurred by the corn 
crop over a belt, from Kansas to O'kla- 
homa eastward through Indiana. In 
Illinois 10 counties in the southern 
part of the state had "practical crop 
failures." 


Prices for corn jumped the 4-ccnt 


limit at the opening of the Chicago 
B.oard of Trade and finished at that 
figure, -i .new seasonal top., July de^ 
livery finished at 89 cents a bushel! 
Wheat spurted three cents on reports 
of continued heat in Canada. 


Montana crop experts said the rains 


came too late to save dry land grain 
crops and the return of hot tempera- 
tures was reported undoing the work 
of recent showers in that state, Colo- 
rado and Wyoming.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.— (/P) —Mrs. 


Marion Shanks, 29, amittcd Thursday 
she imprisoned two of her sons for a 
day while she went to a party, and 
was sentenced to an indefinite term 
in the state Industrial Home for Wo- 
men. 


The two children, ohn, four, and

to a staple in the floor. Charles was 
in a crib which was nailed to the 
floor.

Temperatures rang- 
ed above 100 outside and the children 
had neither food nor water. 


The two boys and third child were 


given into the custody of a child wel- 
fare society. A fourth child, Mar- 
garet, eight, was placed in the care 
of Mrs. Shank's mother, who asked 
the court to order sterilization of her 
daughter.

If the doctor finds that the ear is

Opening the eardrum 
will relieve the pain immediately and 
will also help prevent the likelihood 
of infection spreading from the ear 
to the mastoid. 


Sometimes the pain of an earache 


may be relieved in an early stage by 
dropping into the ear some warm ear- 
drops, composed usually of glycerin 
With a small percentage of boric acid 
Or phenol. Such a solution should not 
be used without advice of the doctor, 
who will determine also strength of 
the mixture to be used in each case. 


When the condition spreads from the 


ear to.the mastoid, a much more ser- 
ious infection, called mastoiditis, de- 
velops. In this condition, great pain 
and tenderness are noted behind the 
ear, over the region of the mastoid. 


From the very first, the masloid; 


bone may be sensitive to pressure be- 
cause of the swelling inside. 


Puncture of the eardrum is not dan- 


gerous. If it is 
done 
sufficiently 


early, there will be no interference 
with hearing, because the eardrum 
will heal promptly and hearing will 
be just as good as it was before.
